Vue plain 
Englith ofall this is, that our prejent form 
of federal government appears inadequate to 
the purpole for which it was inficated. A 
combined jovercizaty, fabject to be check- 
ed, controuled, and aegatived by thirteen 
individual jovereignites, muitever move fo 
heavily and awkwardly that no bufineis can 
be done tu good purpoie, if we are to judge 
by the fpecimens of its operation which we 
are daily witne Tes of. 

But is it not a pity that fach a machine 
as we have been at the pains to conitruct 
fhould fail of its effect? what fitter place 
can there be for a republic than America, 
where liberty is fo well underftood and the 
rights of haman nature are fo clearly defin- 
ed? Let the republican fyftem ‘* have fair 
play” in this part of the globe, and it will 
foon be feen that men can live together oa a 
plan of equality, and govern themfelves 
without foreign connetions, or domettic 
ufurpation. All this is very pretty in 
fpeculation, and if you will lay your found- 
ation as deep as Lycurgu:, you may ftand a 
chance to fee as fair and lalting a fuper- 
ftructure. Are all men by nature equally 
free and independent? let them remain fo, 
or let means be found to keep them from 
rifing one above another. Let there be an 
Agrarian law, and an equal divifion of pro- 
perty ; let there be an end to all foreign 
commerce and navigation ; let every ounce 
of filver and gold be {ent back to the mines, 
and let there be a grand coinage of iron, ev- 
ery twenty thillings to weigh a sow ; let the 
inhabitants of every city, town and diftrict 
on this continent, breakfaft, dine, and {up 
together daily on black broth, at one table ; 
let the produce of every man’s labour be 
brought into a common flock ; in fhort, let 
individuals be poor, and the ftate rich, 
and then fet off in your republican career ; 
but if you attempt it on any other plan, you 
may be fure it will come to nothing. 
«« Equality is the foul cf a republi:.” 
where then is our foul? do not our princi- 
ples (I mean our pradtical principles) all 
tend to inequality? andcan it be faid that 
the ftate is rich, though individuals are 
poor? where is the man whofe promiffory 
nore is not preferable to a ftate fecurity? 
where fhall we look for an equal divifion of 
property ? notin the fouthern ftates, where 
every white man is the lordly tyrant of an 
hundred flaves !—not in the great trading 
tewns and cities, where cafh in fund yields 
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13 or 16 per cent. and in trade much 
more—— Te yeomanry of New-England are 
in point of eguadny the fittelt materials for a 
republic ; but they want another grand pre- 
requiite, public virtue—they are as mean 
and jelfiih as any other peopie and have as 
trong a love for territory as merchants have 
for cash. _ From fuch premifes is it any for- 
ced concluiion that the people of this coun- 
try are not deAined to ve long governed ina 
democratic form ? 

But all men are by nature equally free and 
independent, and therefore there fhould be 
no power but what is derived from the peo- 
ple, and exerciiled by their confent 
Granted ~-lt is a good principle, and 
ought to fand atthe head of every confticu- 
tion of government, and every code of laws 
in the world—it may ferve to check the ad- 
vances toward tyranny and uturpation, and 
be a foundation for bringing tyrants and uf- 
urpers toaccount.—But what is the natural 
tendency of things ? all beaits are equally 
free and independent-—fo are birds and fish- 
es—and yet do we not fee in fad that the 
wolf devours the lamb—-the vulture the 
dove ? and the whale will fwallow a whole 
fhoal of mackarel. Wé4ull there not be a 
fuperiority and.an inferiority, in fpite of all 
the fyitems of metaphyfics and bills of rights 
in the world, Hlow can you prevent one 
man from being ftronger, or witer, or rich- 
erthan another ? and will not the ftrong 
always fubdue the weak, the wile circum- 
vent the ignorant, and ‘* the borrower be 
fervant tothe lender ?”’ Is net this noble 
creature, man, neceflarily fubjeCt to lords 
of his own fpecies in almoft every flage of 
his exifleace ? when a child he is necefiarily 
under the dominion of his parents—fend 
him to {chool—place him out as an apprent- 
ice—put him on board a thip—or into a 
military company, and he muft be fubjeé& to 
the commands of bis fuperiors, and to laws 
which he had no handin framing. Confider 
him as a member of public fociety, and 
what chance have the greater part of the 
fpecies of having any voice or dhare or con- 
cernin any department of government, or 
what do they c re about it? If once ina 
year they can putina vote (perhaps hand- 
ed to-them ready written) or once in three 
years are put on the jury, “tis all they can 
expect and more than moft of them with for, 
and if they had never been uied to thefe 
privileges, they might be as happy without 
them as they are now by the abuie of them. 
In fhort, take man as he is, and if there be 
not fome government framed or provided 
for him and kept up over him, he will be a 
miferable creature. This is not an airy 
fpeculation, I have feen it realized. 
—I have feen men fo inattentive to 
their acknowledged rights that whea they 
have been called upon for their voies for a 
form of government for them-elves and poit- 

















erity, not one in ten cared fo much about i¢ 
as to give their vote pro or con————a few 
bufy men did all that was or-gould be done, 
and the reft acquiefced. # 

Now if there is 7x fad? fuch an inequalt- 
ty among us, why all this pether about re 
ducing every thing to equality by metaphy- 
fical rules? if providence has placed us in a 
mountainous country, why fhould we red- 
uce itto a plain? let it fland as a principle 
that government originates fiom the people, 
but let the people be taught (and they will 
learn it by experience if no other way) that 
they are not able to govern themfelves.— 
Let us take care toimprove the advantages 
arifing from our fituation, and not mifcall 
thofe inequalities which aecfarily ipring 
up among us by the name of difadvantages. 
Let Literature be duly cultivated, and Li- 
Aerty will not be in danger without fufficient 
centinels to give the alarm———Should 
even a limited monarchy be erected our li- 
berties may be as fafe as if every man had 
the keeping of them folely in his owa pow- 
er-———+—~(ut I have done, and I believe 
you will think it is time.

An ESSAY on CRIMES ano PUN- 


ISHMENTS. 
By the Marquis Beccaria, of Milan. 
CHAP. XXXVI. 
Of Bankrupr:. 


PYCHE neceflity of good faith in contraés, 

and the fupport of commerce, oblige 
the legiflature to fecure, for the creditors, 
the perfons' of bankrupts. Itis, however, 
necellary to diftinguith between the fraudu- 
lent and the houeft bankrupt. The fraudu- 
lent bankrupt fhould be punithed in the fame 
manner with him who adulterates the coin ; 
for to falfify a pieceofcoin, which isa 
pledge of the mutual obligations between ci- 
tizens, is not a greatercrime than to vio- 
late the obligations themfelves. But the 
bankrupt who, after a firiét examination, 
has proved before proper judges, that either 
the fraud, or lofles 6{ others, or misfortunes 
unavoidable by human prudence, have ftript 
him of his fubitance ; upon what barbarous 
pretence is he thrown into prifoo, and thus 
deprived ot the only remaining good, the 
melancholy enjoyment of mere liberty ? 
Why is he ranked with criminals, and in 
defpair compelled to repent of his hon fly? 
Confcious of his innocence, he lived eafy 
and happy uader the protection of thole laws, 


























which itis trac he violated, not intentionally. 
Laws dictated by the avarice ofthe rich, 
and accepted bythe poor, feduced by that 
uaiverfa: and flattering hope which makes 
men believe, that all unlucky accidents 
are the lot of others, and the moft fortunate 
only their fhare. Mankind when influenced 
by the firtt impreffions, love cruel laws, 
although, being fubjeé& to them themfelves, 
itis the intereft of every perfon that they 
Mould be as mild as pofible ; but the fear 
of being: injured is always more prevalent 
than the intention of injuring others. 

Bur to return to the honeft bankrupt. 
Let hi: debt, if you will, not be confidered as 
cancelled, ’till the payment of the whole ; 
jet him be refufed the liberty of leaving 
the country without leave of his creditors, 
or of carrying into another nation that in- 
dulry, which, andera penalty he fhould be 
obliged to employ for their benefit; but 
what pretence can juftify the depriving an 
innocent, though unfortunate man of his 
liberty, without the leaft utility to his credi- 
tors ? 

But fay they the hardthips confinement 
will induce him to difcover his fraudulent 
tranfactions ; anevent, thatcan hardly be 
fappofed, after a righteous examination of 
his conduét and affairs. But if they are not 
diicovered, he will efeape unpunifhed. It 
is, I think, a maxim of government, that 
the importance of the political ixconvenien- 
ces, arifing from the impunity of a crime, 
are diredtly as the injury tothe publick, and 
inverfely as the difficulty of proof. 

It willbe neceflary to diftinguith fraud at- 
tended with aggravating circumiftances from 
fimple fraud, and that from perfect inno- 
cence. For the firit, let there be ordained 
the fame punifhment as for forgery ; for the 
fecond, a Jefs punifhment but with the lofs of 
liberty ; and if perfeétly honeft, let the 
hankrapt himfelf chufe the method of re-eita- 
blithing himtelf and of fatistying his credi- 
tors; orithe thould appear not to have been 
ftri€tly honelt, let that be determined by 
his creditors. But thefe diftinétions fhould 
be fixed by the laws, which alone are im- 
partial, and not by the arbitrary and dange- 
rous pradence of judges. -. 

Wits what eafe might a fagacious le- 
giflator prevent the sreateft part of fraudu- 
jeat bankruptcies, and remedy the misfor- 
tunes that befalthe honelt and indaftrious ! 
\ publick regeiter of all contracts, with 
the liberty of con'ulting it allowed to every 
citizen; a publick fund formed by a con- 
tribution of the opulent merchants for the 
timely affiftance of unfortunate indaftry, were 
efablitiments that could produce no real in- 
co.venpencies, and many advantages. But 
unhappily, the mof imple, the eafieft, yet 
the wileft laws, that wait only for the nod 
of the legiflater, to diftafe through nations, 

power, and felicity ; laws which 
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would be regarded by future generations 
with eternal gratitude, are either unknown, 
or rejeted. A reftlefs, and trifling {pirit 
the timid prudence of the preient moment, 
a diftruft and averfion to the moft ufefull 
novelties, poffefs the minds of thofe who are 


impowered to regulate the actions of man- 
kind. 


CH A P. XXXY. 
Of Sanfuaries. 


Are fandtuaries juft ? Is a convention be- 
tween nations mutually to give up their cri- 
minals, ufeful? 


In the whole extent ofa political ftate, 
there fhould be no place independent of the 
laws. ‘Their power thould follow every fub- 
jet, as the fhadow follows the body. To 
increafe the number of fanétuaries, is 
to erect fo many little fovereignties; 
for, where the laws have no power, new bo- 
dies will be formed in oppofition to the pub- 
lick good, and a fpirit eftablithed contrary 
to thatof the ftate. Hilttory informs us, that 
from the ufe of fanétuaries have arifen the 
greateft revolutions in kingdoms, and in o- 
pinions. 


Some have pretended that in whatever 
country acrime, that is an attion contrary 
to the lawsof fociety, be committed, the 
criminal may be juftly punifhed for it inany 
other ; as if the character of fubjeé& were 
indelible, or fynonymus with that of flave ; 
sa if aman could live in one country, and 
be fubjeét to the laws of another, or be 
accountable for his a¢tions to two fovereigns, 
or two codes of laws, often contradictory. 
There are alfo who think, that an a& of 
crueity committed, for example, at Con- 
ftantinople may be punifhed at Paris; for 
this reafon, that he who offends hamani- 
ty, fhould have enemies in al] mankind, and 
be the object of univerfal execration; as if 
judges were tobe Knights errant of human 
nature in general, rather than guardians of 
particular conventions between men. The 
place of punifiment can certainly be no o- 
ther, than that waere the crime was commit- 
ted ; for the necelity Of panithing an indivi- 
dual for the general good {ubifts there, and 
there only. A villain if he has broke through 
the conventions of a fociety, of which by my 
fuppofition he was not a member, may be 
feared, and by force banifhed and excluded 
trom that fociety ; but ought not to be for- 
mally punithed by the laws, which were only 
intended to maintain the focial compa, and 
not to punish the intrinfick malignity of ac- 
tions. 

Wueteer itbe afeful that nations fhould 
mutually deliverup their criminals? Altho’ 
the certainty of there being no part of the 
earth waere crimes are not punifhed, may 
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be a means of preventing them, I fhall not 

retend to determine this queftion, until 
on more conformable to the neceflities, 
and rights of humanity, and until milder 
punifhments, and the abolition ofthe asbi- 
trary power of opinion, fhall afford fecurity 
tO virtue and innocence when oppreffed ; and 
entil tyranny fhall be confined to the plains 
of Afia, and Europe acknowledge the _uni- 
verfal empire of reafon, by which the inte- 
refts of fovereigns, and fubje&ts, are beit. 
united. :

The appearance of a yacth 1s ftill pre- 
ferved in her figure, notwithftanding the ad- 
venturous voyages fhe has undertaken.
